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My vistr TO WASHINGTON April 20th, was to confer with the Chiropody- 
Podiatry Military Affairs Committee, Mr. Wood, our legal counsel, and 
Dr. Owen Penney, Chairman of the Advisory Council, regarding our 
legislative endeavors. Having had twenty years state legislative ex- 
perience and seeing four or five state laws enacted, I might be justified 
in feeling myself qualified to evaluate political maneuvers and strategy. 
Even if I should try to go into details, it would not be good policy to 
publicize the political strategy being used in Washington. Yes, in 
addition to the use of statistics and cold facts regarding our profession, 
political strategy is necessary if we should hope for success. All can 
rest assured our agencies in Washington are presenting our profession 
to the U. S. Military Affairs Committee in a most convincing manner. 





As a profession, three separate and distinct phases exist regarding 
our Washington legislation. The Chiropody-Podiatry Military Affairs 
Committee; its Advisory Council; the Affiliated States and their mem- 
bers. Each have a definite duty to perform. If we have 100% success, 
we must have 100% performance out of all three phases. Eleven hun- 
dred and twenty-five N.A.C. members, one half of our membership 
only, have contributed when $3.00 is less than one cent a day for a 
year. Can that be called 100% cooperation? Members, I can not say 
whether you have written your state Congressman in the U. S. Military 
Affairs Committee or not, whether you have done the other things 
requested of you by the Preparedness Committee. “He who thinks he 
can’t, or it can’t be done” is right because he is defeated before he 
starts. Often when success looks to be possible, a minority of “isola- 
tionists” develop, those who want to use methods different from the 
large majority who have not only put up finances, but willing to put 
out personal cooperative effort. There have been “doubting Thomases” 
ever since the beginning and always will be. Nobody is claiming 
success, but I can assure you Chiropody-Podiatry is trying harder than 
ever before in its history to accomplish that which it is justly entitled 
to; commissions in the army for its draftees who are rendering a worthy 
service. 

My long conference with Mr. Harlan Wood, our legal counsel, enables 
me to state unequivocally, he is well experienced in National Legislation. 
He is capable and most enthusiastic. We are most fortunate in having 
an experienced man within our own ranks who possesses those legislative 
leadership qualities as does Dr. E. E. Thompson. If I were near, you 
probably would ask me, “What are the chances for passage of our army 
bill?” In all honesty my answer would be, “Good, if each N.A.C. member 
does his share, which is possible.”

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PRESCRIBING FOOT EXERCISE

Ir ts A physiological fact, that all muscular tissue, in order to maintain 
its particular range of strength, endurance, speed, elasticity, agility, 
suppleness and ability for development, must be kept at work or 
exercised. 

Exercise for healthy muscles and exercise for abnormal muscles are 
of necessity individualistic. The writer will here consider exercise of 
graded applied movements that have successfully served his patients in 
fifteen years of professional services. 

When a patient presents himself for professional advice and treat- 
ment for a condition of postural and structural disturbance, the prac- 
titioner is confronted with two major anatomical structures, Le., bony 
and muscular tissue. To consider one without the other is not unlike 
attempting to position a heavy object in mid-air. 

Muscles of the limbs are of considerable length, forming more or less 
elongated straps. A typical muscle is described as consisting of a body 
and two extremities. The body is the working or contracting part, 
and the extremities are the ends for attachment. Skeletal muscles 
besides the purpose for providing shape, form and protection, also aid 
in binding and holding bony structures in their normal apposition. 

It is not sufficient to merely pad, strap or manipulate a misplaced 
bony structure for the purpose of providing that structure with fitness 
to serve its given purpose. We must in addition, recondition the 
neighboring muscular structures, so that the bony structure can be 
retained in the normal functioning level. Without this necessary pro- 
vision the patient is kept comfortably sick. 
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The process of reconditioning abnormal muscle structure calls for 


systematic application of treatment. To employ exercise capable of 
reconditioning muscles, to tired, fatigued and strained tissues is much 
the same as using a whip upon a tired, exhausted horse. 

Initial procedure of treatment should consider a given period of rest 
from work for the affected structure. This to be followed by a necessary 
number of stimulating treatments, i.e., hydrotherapy, massage, assistive 
muscle movements, electrotherapy and vibration. After a definite degree 
of improvement has been obtained, the patient should be given a 
definite course of prescribed exercise. Do not make the mistake of 
overloading the muscle or muscles with too many kinds of exercises. 
Commence with just one or two exercises and gradually increase the 
number as the patient shows improvement. Your prescribed exercises 
are for the purpose of continuing the reconditioning between office 
treatments. 

Instruct the patient to perform your exercises up to the point where 
tiredness begins to set in, at which time a short period of rest is in 
order before the next movement is performed. At no time should the 
patient exercise to the point of fatigue during the early course of 
treatment. The patient will observe that as the weakened structures 
develop, they will be capable of exercising for a comparative longer 
period of time, before the point of fatigue ensues. 

The following chart of exercise will permit the doctor to choose a 
specific exercise or group of exercises for the purpose of toning up any 
one muscle or group of muscles:

Ihe following general exercises are also prescribed later, for their 


specific reaction on thigh, leg and foot muscles: 


1. Starting from a low squatting position, take 5 to 10 steps forward 


and then backwards. 


2. Patient sits on floor or table with legs extended and hands on 


hips. Second individual bends patient’s body forward by pushing or 


pulling on shoulders. 
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3. Patient is stationed on floor at stairs. Place one foot on first step 


and other upon floor, quickly reverse position of feet. 


1. Standing high jumping, skipping, rope jumping. 


5. “Cossack” dancing, “Ballet” dancing, wrestling. 


6. Bend forward at hips, place hands on inside of opposite knees, 


push knees inward and resist with hands. Now place hands on outside 


of knees and resist outward push of 


knees. 


There are any number of exercise movements that will tend to activate 


various muscles of the lower extremities. 


These may be added for 


variation to those outlined above, but for all practical purposes the 


above mentioned exercises are quite complete.

justice to it, I desire to offer his 
coficlusions. May they serve as 
stimulants to read the work in its 
original. 

Conclusion: “1. The deep pos- 
terior tibial muscles and the pe- 
roneus longus are relatively unim- 
portant as plantar flexors. 

2. Of the total tension stress of 
the longitudinal arch not more 
than 15 to 20% is borne by the 
deep posterior tibial and peroneus 
muscles. 

3. Much of the greater part of 
the tension stress of the longitudi- 
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nal arch is borne by the plantar 
ligaments of the foot. The short 
plantar muscles also contribute to 
the support of the arch. By rea- 
son of their position and relation- 
ship they are better adapted to 
support the longitudinal arch than 
the long muscles. 

t. Distress or failure in the hu- 
man longitudinal arch is corre- 
lated not with the absolute value 
of the stress on the arch, but with 
the temporal duration of the stress. 

5. A fallen or flattened arch can- 
not be raised by muscular exercise. 

6. Commercial arch supports 
have very little value as supports 
of the arch. 

7. The stress on the longitudinal 
arch is directly proportional to the 
weight or pressure borne by the 
ball of the foot. 

8. The distribution of weight 
among the metatarsal heads of the 
ball of the foot follows a rather 
definite pattern or ratio. Such 
ratios are related to the architec- 
ture of the foot, and are affected 
either by changes in the position 
or attitude of the foot, or by the 
actions of muscles. Changes in 
the ratios represent mainly a shift 
of weight or pressure from the first 
to the lateral four metatarsals as a 
group or vice versa. 

9. An important, perhaps the 
chief, function of the so-called in- 
verter and everter muscles is to 
preserve a relative constancy in 
the ratio of weight distribution 
among the metatarsals of the ball 
of the foot, compensating reflexly 
for intrinsic and extrinsic factors 
which alter that ratio.”

SINCE the first edition of this book 
dealing with the mechanical cor- 
rection of toe deformities, there 
have been to date, no new appli- 
ances or techniques developed that 
affect procedure in Orthodigita. 
The text consequently has been 
reprinted in its original form. One 
advantageous exception is an 
added technique for gripping the 
toes by an adhesive toe grip. This 
toe grip is easily constructed, mak- 
ing the application of traction 
more tolerable for the patient. 

The mechanical phase of Ortho- 
digita is completely described il- 
lustrating among others, all the 
appliances and essential techniques 
devised by Harry A. Budin, M.Cp., 
for the treatment of toe deform!- 
ties. Numerous explanatory dia- 
grams, in successive stages, care 
fully and clearly aid in describing 
the preparation and application of 
these appliances. 

In addition to the mechanical 
considerations, this work contains 
a scientific classification of the nu- 
merous toe deformities found in 
orthodigital practice. Aside from 
simplifying diagnosis and treat- 
ment the usefulness of the classi- 
fication manifests itself in provid- 
ing an accurate mind’s eye picture 
of the locus and form of the pa- 
thology. Thus it removes the nam- 
ing of toe deformities from abstract 
lavymanistic terms to a definitely 
scientific level. 

Many fine case reports afford 
the reader the benefits of the au- 
thor’s extensive experience in the 
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field of Orthodigita. Full case his- 
tories citing every possible type of 
toe deformity are given. Each case 
completely describes the pathology 
involved, the selection of proper 
appliances, and the all important 
prognosis stressing the time in- 
volved. These records seem inval- 
uable in guiding the practitioner 
in office procedure. 

Whether or not your practice in- 
cludes Orthodigita, reading this 
book will stir your imagination 
and show what is and can be done 
in selected cases.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS 


To the Constitution and By-Laws of the 

National Association of Chiropodists, to be 

Acted upon at the Chicago Convention, 
August 24th to 29th, 1941. 


All New Matter in Italics 
CONSTITUTION 
Presented by the Missouri Association 

of Chiropodists. 

Article I1I—Section I—strike out 
present section and in lieu thereof 
insert: The Officers of this Associa- 
tion shall be a President, a Presi- 
dent-Elect, a Vice-President, and a 
Secretary-Treasurer. A President 
shall be elected and serve for one 
term until succeeded by a Presi- 
dent-Elect. A President-Elect shall 
be elected annually and become 
President at the end of the next 
Annual Convention of this Asso- 
ciation. A Vice-President and a 
Secretary-Treasurer shall be elected 
annually. All of the Officers in- 
cluded in this section shall be 
elected by the House of Delegates. 

Article I[V—Amend by striking 
out to wit: “Two Vice-Presidents” 
and insert in lieu thereof: Presi- 
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dent-Elect and the Vice-President. 
(last sentence in second paragraph 
in “Amended Sections” printed in 
‘THE JOURNAL). 

Article I1I—Section 1—Officers— 
The officers of this Association 
shall be the President, President- 
Elect, Two Vice-Presidents, and a 
Secretary-Treasurer, all of whom 
shall be elected annually by the 
House of Delegates except the 
President. 

Section 1 (A) The President- 
Elect assumes the office of Presi- 
dent at the closing session of the 
Arnual Meeting. If for any reason 
the President-Elect is not able to 
assume the office of President, the 
President shall be elected in the 
same manner provided for the 
President-Elect.

Article III — Officers — following 
to be substituted for the present 
Article: Section 1. The Electwe 
Officers of this Association shall be 
a President, President-Elect, and 
two Vice-Presidents, all of whom 





shall be elected annually by the 
House of Delegates, except the 
President. 

Section 2. The President-Elect 
assumes the office of President at 
the closing sessions of the Annual 
Meeting. If, for any reason, the 
President-Elect is not able to as- 
sume the office of President, the 
President shall be elected in the 
same manner as provided for the 
President-Elect. 

Section 3. After January 1, 
1942, there shall be engaged, a 
party to serve as Executive Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the National 
Association of Chiropodists. He/ 
she shall be chosen by a committee, 
composed of the elective officers, 
subject to the approval of the 
Council. He/she shall be given 
a contract not to exceed five years. 
The said contract shall stipulate his 
duties and the remuneration to be 
recewed for same. The original con- 
tract shall be entrusted to the care 
of the President of the Association 
and shall be in his possession at 
all times. He/she shall devote his 
entire time to the administration 
of the affairs of the National As- 
sociation of Chiropodists. He/she 
shall also serve as Business Man- 
ager of The Journal of the Na- 
tional Association of Chiropodists. 
He/she shall submit a monthly 
report to the President and Presi- 
dent-Elect of the Association and 
shall submit a detailed financial 
report to each House of Delegates 
thereafter. The Executive Secretary 
shall also perform the duties of the 
Treasurer of the Organization, and 
shall furnish a bond in the amount 
of $25,000. Said bond to be made 
in favor of the National Associa- 
tion of Chiropodists in the event 
of any dishonesty. Said bond shall 
be entrusted to the care of the 
President of the Association and 
shall be in his possession at all 
times. The costs of said bond shall 
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be paid with the funds of the 
National Association of Chiropo- 
dists. 

Article IV — to be substituted 
for second paragraph: Members of 
the House of Delegates shall be 
composed of the President of this 
Association and Delegates from 
each affiliated state, provincial or 
foreign society as follows: One 
Delegate for each one hundred 
members or fraction thereof, but no 
state society shall vote by proxy. 
The President-Elect and the two 
Vice-Presidents shall have the privi- 
lege of a voice in the House of 
Delegates, but no vote unless they 
are serving as Delegates from affili- 
ated societies. The Executive Sec- 
retary shall have the privilege of a 
voice in the House of Delegates, 
but no vote on any Amendment to 
the Constitution or By-Laws of the 
National Association of Chiropo- 
dists. 

Article VI—Section 2, insert the 
word Executive immediately be- 
fore the word “Secretary” so that it 
shall read Executive Secretary. 

Article VII—In Section 1, strike 
out the words “Secretary-Treas- 
urer” and insert in place thereof, 
the words Executive Secretary. 

Section 4. Strike out and substi- 
tute the following as Section 4: 
After January 1, 1942, an initiation 
fee of $5.00 shall be assessed against 
each new member of the National 
Association of Chiropodists. This 
fee may be remitted to the Execu- 
tive Secretary with the application 
for membership, or may be pro- 
rated into more than one pay- 
ment, to be made over a period 
of time not to exceed two years. 
However, if the initiation fee has 
not been paid at the expiration of 
two years, this shall automatically 
constitute a revocation of member- 
ship in the National Association of 
Chiropodists. All funds derived by 
the Association in this manner

for the exclusive purchase of appli- 
cation blanks, membership cards, 
membership certificates, honorary 
membership certificates and life 
membership certificates.

BY-LAWS

Chapter 2—Section 1 (In the Re-

Section 2 under Chapter 2 sub- 
stitute the following — Meetings: 
All monies derived from Conven- 
tion activities (registration, exhibit 
Space, souvenir program and 
poster stamps, etc.) shall belong to 
the National Association of Chi- 
ropodists. From such funds all ex- 
penses connected with the Conven- 
tion—including such entertainment 
features as the Council may deter- 
mine after consultation with the 
local society—shall be paid, the bal- 
ance reverting to the general fund 
of this Association.

Nomination speeches for the office 
of Vice-President shall be limited 
to ten minutes, by any one mem- 
ber. Nomination § speeches for 
President-Elect shall be limited to 
fifteen minutes, by any one mem- 
ber. A period of time which must 
exceed five minutes, must elapse 
after the last nominating speech, 
before the nominations can be 
closed for any elective office. The 
President of the Association is 
hereby ordered to give a period of 
time, not to exceed fifteen minutes, 
to any member of the Association.

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Chapter VI — Section 1 — Substi- 
tute the following: The President 
shall preside at all meetings of this 
Association.

He shall deliver 
an address at the annual meeting 
of this Association. He shall per- 
form such duties as custom and 
parliamentary usage may require. 
He shall be ex officio a member of 
all standing committees. He shall 
be in possession of any contract, or 
agreements entered into with other 
parties by the Association’s execu- 
live officers or Council. 

Section 2. The President-Elect 
shall assist the President in the 
discharge of his duties. In_ the 
event of the President’s absence, 
death, resignation, removal, inca- 
pacity, or refusal to act, he shall 
assume the office of President until 
the next Annual Meeting. He shall 
attend all meetings of the Council 
and of the House of Delegates and 
shall generally prepare himself for 
succession to the office of Presi- 
dent at the close of the President’s 
term of office. : 

Section 3. The two Vice-Presi- 
dents shall assist the President and 
the President-Elect in the discharge 
of their duties. In the event of the 
President’s, or President-Elect’s ab- 
sence, death, resignation, removal, 
incapacity or refusal to act, their 
successors shall be chosen from 
among the Vice-Presidents, by a 
majority vote of the House of 
Delegates, if it be in session, or 
during the interim, between meet- 
ings, of the House of Delegates, by 
a majority vote of the Council. 
They shall render any and all 
service to the Chairmen of the 
Standing Committees when called 
upon to do so. 

Section 4. Executive Secretary. 

Section 4a. (Duties) The Execu- 
tive Secretary shall attend all meet-

Section 4b. (Membership) The 
Executive Secretary shall consider 
and pass upon all propositions for 
membership in this Association, 
from applicants residing in states, 
possessions of the United States, or 
foreign countries where no affili- 
ated society exists. He shall affix 
the seal of this Association to all 
credentials issued to members of 
this Association, elected or ap- 
pointed by the House of Delegates, 
and to such other papers and docu- 
ments as may require the same. 
He shall supply the secretary of 
each state society with the neces- 
sary blanks for the making of their 
annual report to this Association, 
acting under the direction of the 
Council. 

Section 4c. (Finances) The Ex- 
ecutive Secretary shall keep accu- 
rates books of account of all mon- 
ies of this Association which he 
may receive, shall collect all mon- 
ies from outstanding committees, 
on or before June Ist, of each year, 
and shall disburse the same when 
duly authorized by the Council; 
but all checks drawn by the Ex- 
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ecutive Secretary upon the funds 
of this Association shall be coun- 
tersigned by the President of this 
Association. He shall give securi- 
ties for the professional perform- 
ance of his duties, which shall be 
approved and placed in the cus- 
tody of the President. He shall 
make an annual financial report 
to the House of Delegates, the re- 
port shall be in detail and a copy 
shall be sent to each affiliated so- 
ciety within thirty days after its 
completion. The Executive Secre- 
tary shall be a trustee of special 
funds as may be established. The 
amount of his salary shall be fixed 
by the Council. 

Section 4d. (Organization) The 
Executive Secretary shall aid the 
Councillors in the organization 
and improvement of state societies 
and the extension of power and 
influence of the National Associa- 
tion. He shall attend all state and 
zone conventions whenever possible 
to do so, and all expenses in- 
curred in this matter shall be pro- 
vided for by the Association with 
the approval of the Council. 

Section 4e (Public Relations) 
The Executive Secretary shall act 
as a representative of the National 
Association of Chiropodists to all 
meetings, conventions, or confer- 
ences of schools, of other allied 
professions. 

Section 4f. (Legislation) The 
Executive Secretary shall also as- 
sist, advise, recommend or prevent 
any changes or change to be made 
in the legislation in any state spon- 
sored by any state or other group. 

Section 4g. (Journal) The Ex- 
ecutive Secretary shall act as Busi- 
ness Manager of The Journal of 
the National Association of Chi- 
ropodists, providing it is the will 
of the Council of this Association. 
In such a case, he shall be given 
authority to enter into such con- 
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tracts as deemed necessary for the 
production of the Journal. All 
contracts to be approved by the 
President and President-Elect. 

Section 4h. (Convention Man- 
ager) The Executive Secretary 
shall act as convention manager 
for the National Association of 
Chiropodists, providing it is the 
will of the Council of the Associa- 
tion, in which case, he shall per- 
form the following duties:

PROGRESS THROUGH SERVICE 


1. THE PRESENT emergency every loyal American asks himself 
how best he can serve his country. To protect the liberty of all 
the people a large peace-time defense program is now in full 
progress. As a profession we have long sought recognition in the 
armed forces through the establishment of a Chiropody Corps. 
Much has been said to force this issue, likewise the authorities 
at Washington have their own opinions, rules and regulations 
to be honored and respected. 


All will agree that now is the time to effect the necessary 
legislation to provide commissions for chiropodists. ‘The men in 
the service need foot care and chiropodists are qualified as no 
other group to provide this specialized service. 

While legislation is pending for enlisted chiropodists the pro- 
fession as a whole can aid the defense program and serve ef- 
fectively by organizing volunteer Chiropody Corps, extending 
ourselves to aid the men at armories, camps, and other depart- 
ments of the army and navy. 


The only way our profession could gain recognition in hos- 
pitals was by proving itself valuable through volunteer service, 
under the supervision of physicians in the circulatory and 
diabetic clinics. Now chiropodists are staff members in many of 
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the country’s leading medical centres. We can earn similar 
recognition in the army and navy if we will volunteer our serv- 
ices and cooperation without expecting compensation or com- 
missions until earned. By this procedure we can justify our 
belief that foot care by chiropodists is indispensable. Every 
state chiropody society might well organize a volunteer Chi- 
ropody Corps. The conscripted men especially will appreciate 
your interest in their comfort. The seasoned officers, learning 
through experience what foot care by chiropodists means to 
the efficiency of their men, may then request the War Depart- 
ment to allow provisions to commission chiropodists in the 
regular Medical Corps of each branch of the service. 


The Massachusetts Chiropody Association, the first state 
society to place Chiropody in hospitals, has now completed 
arrangements to assign members of the society for volunteer 
service in the military departments of its Commonwealth. By 
this means more than fifty chiropodists will have an opportunity 
to learn the foot problems of the soldier, while commanding and 
medical officers watch chiropodists at close range. The hospital 
experiment has been felt throughout the entire country; nothing 
has ever done more to gain recognition for our profession in the 
eyes of the medical profession. 


This latest experience should be helpful to the Military 
Affairs Committee, especially if developed in enough states to 
give the military authorities a cross-section report directly from 
the observing military men. More than this, the plan gives 
every member of the N.A.C., especially those outside of the con- 
scription age group, the privilege to serve in a useful capacity 
for a few hours each week.

PREPAREDNESS COMMITTEE 


WE ARE WELL ON OUR WAY toward 
securing recognition in the armed 
forces of the United States for chi- 
ropodists. The Committee is ac- 
tively engaged in contacting sena- 
tors, congressmen, government ofh- 
cials, army and navy officers, etc. 
who might be able to help us. The 
story of our profession is being 
told over and over to men high in 
government circles who previously 
had a very vague conception of 
what Chiropody or Podiatry means 
to the public health. 

This undertaking is a vast edu- 
cational campaign and it requires 
constant attention, since no detail 
no matter how seemingly unimpor- 
tant can be overlooked.

Key Men 
in each state are striving in a 
mighty manner to do their share 
of the work. The Advisory Com- 
mittee is approaching each prob- 
lem energetically, and the active 
Committee has well nigh worked 
to a point of exhaustion in trying 
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to keep the program moving at 
top speed.

In compliance with Article VI, 
Section 2 of the Constitution and 
By-Laws, you are hereby notified 
that the Thirtieth Annual Con- 
vention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Chiropodists, and the 
Twenty-Second Annual Session of 
the House of Delegates will be 
held at the Hotel Drake, Chicago, 
Illinois, from August 24th to 
August 29th, 1941, for the pur- 
pose of receiving the reports of 
officers and committees, for the 
annual election of officers, for 
action upon regularly offered 
amendments to the Constitution 
and By-Laws, and for such other 
business as may come before them. 
In accordance with instructions 
issued by the Twenty-First 
House of Delegates, the Council 
has set Sunday, August 24th, 
1941, at 2 p.mM., for the first 
session of the Twenty-Second 
House of Delegates. In com-
